For the Convexity of the 
Gilafs caules that ati thofe Rays, which otherwile 
would have been terminated on the Iris, Eye-lids, 
and other circumyacent Parts, are refiacted, and 
by Refraction deflecten trom the Lines of Directi- 
on, fo that concurring in the vidual Axis, they en- 
ter the Pupil of the Eye.in one untied Stream, and 
fo render the Image wnpreffed on the Turica Re- 
tina, more liveiy ana dittinét, and increafed by 
{o many Parts, as are the iuperadded ta 
which proceed from the Parts duectiy confronting 
the Pupil of che Eye.
